SELECTING  THE  BUDS 
IN  ’MUMS 


Generally  the  best  flowers  come  from  the  second  crown 
and  terminal  buds.  The  crown  bud  may  be  distinguished 
by  the  fact  that  it  appears  early  and  is  surrounded  by 
vegetative  growth,  that  is,  leaf  shoots  not  buds.  Crown 
buds  are  earlier,  usually  produce  the  larger  bloom  and 
more  petals  in  the  bloom.  Color,  however,  is  not  as  in¬ 
tense  as  from  a  terminal  bud. 

A  terminal  bud  is  late  and  is  surrounded  by  other  buds. 
It  is  the  terminus  of  a  year’s  growth.  It  is  best  because 
of  a  more  intense  color  in  the  bloom  and  better  foliage. 
The  flowers  are  smaller  and  in  some  cases  not  as  double 
as  from  a  crown  bud.
